Tho man who loves his 
neighbor, loves but the image ofthat neighbor formed by 
the external and internal senses. So also, the finite 
being who is said to worship an infinite and invisible 
Deity, worships but the image or idea of Deity formed 
by his internal sonses, or mental faculties. 

These finite images of infinity in the mind of man, 
these imperfect images of perfection, may bo more or 
less imperfect ; but must full inconccivably below the 
immensity of the subject; and are as various as the 
various circumstances of men, and the various minds 
by which they are conceived. For, like other offspring, 
each mental image partikes of the qualities of its moth- 
or, tho mind Hence a man that is merciful or savage, 
just or unjust, reasonable or whimsical, or otherwise, 
has a God after his own heart. And hence it may be 
asserted, as I suppose, that no two men among us wor- 
ships exactly theZsame deity. But, by the by, savage 
deities are getting more out of fushion, and whimsical 
ones are all the go.
